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CURRENT COMMENT 


ON MATTERS OF PUBLIC INTEREST TO DWELLERS, 
IN THE PRAIRIE PROVINCES OF CANADA 


A SERIES OF ARTICLES DEALING WITH VARIOUS 
WESTERN QUESTIONS 


IMPORTANT TO THE WEST 


If the western provinces of Canada are to receive their 
natural resources from the Federal Government, there ought to 
be a most careful adjustment and a rigid accounting. 


According to the best constitutional interpretation of the 
British North America Act, upon which the Constitution of 
Canada is founded, the principle is laid down that the provinces 
are entitled to their own Crown Lands. The principle is also 
recognized that prior to the formation of provinces the Dominion 
Government administers these lands in trust, for the future pro- 
vinces to be created from the unorganized territory. 


This raises a question of tremendous importance to the 
people of Saskatchewan and Alberta, because before they be- 
came provinces an imperial territory was alienated from their 
trust account for purely Federal purposes. 


When the C.P.R. was projected and a company formed for 
its construction, a land grant of tremendous magnitude was given, 
as a bonus to its promoters. The greatest portion of these lands 
were taken from the public domain of the future provinces of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. It was found that British Columbia 
did not have enough suitable land of its own, so a great big 
slice was taken off Alberta for that purpose. 


The C.P.R. was essentially a national undertaking and al- 
though the North West Territories were of course greatly bene- 
fited, it was in no sense up to them to bear the cost of the land 


grant. 


Sir Frederick Haultain, when Premier of the North West 
Territories, always maintained that the Territories, when created 
into provinces, were entitled to full compensation for this aliena- 
tion. 

And indeed the contention is founded on good constitu- 
tional law and precedent. The province of Prince Edward Is- 
land, when it entered Confederation, had no public land, and 
received in lieu thereof a large cash indemnity, thus recognizing 
the provincial rights in respect to lands. 


It therefore seems reasonable ‘to assume that the provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan are entitled to be charged with 
their proper proportion in respect to a contribution to the C. 
P.R.; but for not one acre more. If the C.P.R. was a Dominion 
undertaking, as it undoubtedly was, it is utterly unfair that Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta should have to bear a proportion of the 
cost far greater in proportion than any other province of the 


Dominion. 


It is, therefore, reasonable that for every acre of the land 
alienated over and above the proper proportion, they should 
receive compensation and interest from the time of such aliena- 
tion. If this principle were recognized it would make the two 
western provinces by far the richest within the scheme of Con- 


federation. 


The Dominion authorities have recognized this principle; 
indeed they cannot controvert it but they have put up an argu- 
ment against its adoption that seems to the ordinary layman to 
be flimsy and ridiculous. 


To understand the attitude they take we must go back to 
the entrance of Manitoba into Confederation. Previous to that 
time the whole western country, with the exception of British 
Columbia, had been in the hands of the Hudson's Bay Company. 
They did not make the slightest attempt to administer it but kept 
it as a fur trading preserve. They claimed that it belonged to 
them under the Royal charter granted by Charles II. to Prince 
Rupert and his associates, The justice of this claim was never 
seriously considered by anyone outside of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. It was periodically assailed in the British Parliament, 
and the North West Company openly flouted it. 


For many years, however, the country was not regarded 
as of any particular value. It was thought to consist mostly of 
arctic regions and dry deserts; so after the Union with the North 
West Company, the Hudson's Bay Company was left in undis- 
turbed possession. 


British Columbia was known to be rich, and was created 
into a province under ‘promise from the Federal authorities that 
they should be reached by a line of railway from the east. The 
fulfillment of this promise was long delayed, until British Colum- 
bia threatened to secede from Confederation and from Canada 
if it were not carried out. The construction of the C.P.R. was, 
therefore, an imperative necessity, and the explorations that were 
conducted in connection with surveys for it disclosed something 
of the value of the prairie country. 


Prior to the building of the road it was seen that the ad- 
ministration of the country would have to be taken over by 
Canada, The Hudson's Bay Company put up the argument 
that they owned it. The Dominion Government never admitted 
the principle, but agreed to pay the Hudson's Bay Company a 
sum of money for the extinguishment of their title to the land, 


which was turned over by the Imperial Government to the Do- 


minion. ‘The Hudson's Bay Company received a sum of money, 
the exact amount of which we presently forget, but which was 
less than a million pounds, and a considerable land grant. 


The argument, therefore, that is used by the Federal 
authorities in refusing the complete control of their lands to the 
provincial governments of Alberta and Saskatchewan and com- 
pensation for those alienated by bonusing the C.P.R. and other 
Federal projects, is that, as the people of Canada as a whole 
purchased the country from the Hudson's Bay Company, the 
assets so purchased should be administered for the benefit of 
the Dominion and not for the benefit of the provinces, 


The best constitutional authorities believe that this is but a 
flimsy argument and that Alberta and Saskatchewan are entitled 
to compensation for every acre alienated, with the exception of 
their due proportion, and the control of their own lands. 


It is claimed that the Hudson's Bay title was at the best 
but a fictitious one and that the sum of money paid them was 
simply to settle once and for all a vexatious matter, 


The question is an enormous one and may effect genera- 
tions still unborn, It, therefore, behooves our western statesmen 
j i ement.

The Privy Council is always available and an appeal to that 
last court of Imperial resort would settle the question once and 
for all. 

It seems to us that this great question has not of recent 
years received the attention it warrants. A great many of our 
western people do not understand it at all, and it is the duty of 
our public men and the press to enter upon discussions of the 
whole situation. 


THE RIGHTING OF AN OLD WRONG 


A few days ago Danish troops occupied the northern por- 
tion of Schleswig which since the Prussian-Danish War of the 
‘sixties has been in the hands of Germany. Everywhere the 
Danes were greeted with acclamation and the national flag fly- 
ing from several buildings proclaimed the delight of the people 
in once more being allied with the race from which they were 
sprung. 

The Duchies of Schleswig-Holstein had been under the 
Danish sovereigns for a long time and its inhabitants were Danish 
in their origin. In 1839 the elder man’ line of the House of 
Oldenburg was abviously approaching extinction and this gave 
rise to a very curious situktion. The crown of Denmark could, 
under the constitution, be inherited through the female line. In 
the duchies, however, the Salic law, which provides for inheri- 
tance only through the male side, was in force. 


The people of the country were considerably exercised over 
the situation and German statesmen, ever on the watch for any 
opportunity of aggression, began to use this point to their 
advantage. 


For about a quarter of a century Schleswig-Holstein be- 
came a question of international importance. Prussia cast her 
covetous eyes upon these rich provinces on the border and used 
every means possible to obtain them for the German confederacy. 


In 1866 an attack was made upon Denmark and the 
Duchies wrested away from her. 


There has been much criticism of Britain, France and other 
strong European powers that Prussia was allowed to pursue this 
war of conquest against a smaller neighbor. Nevertheless, there 
was no interference and the Danes of Schleswig-Holstein saw 
themselves allied to Germany. It was the first act of territorial 
aggrandisement by conquest that marked the program that 
Prussia has been so assiduously following until her defeat at 


the pands of the Allies. 


The Peace Treaty provided for a plebiscite on the matter 
of Schleswig-Holstein and the people of northern Schleswig voted 
by a majority to the return of this part of the territory to Danish 
nationality. 


There were scenes of delight and enthusiasm when the 
Danes marched into Sonderburg, the principal city of the region. 
The entire population turned out to cheer them; there was no 
doubt about where their hearts were. There were a number of 
veterans of the war of 1866 still alive. These old men were in 
the forefront of the citizens to meet the Danish troops. 


This sees the end of another piece of German tyranny. 


MONEY TIGHTNESS 


There are indications that the Canadian banks are restrict- 
ing credit somewhat. A number of loans are apparently being 
called and there is not very much freedom in making new ones. 

Western Canada needs a great deal of money for expan- 
sion purposes and we would draw the attention of the people 
in the east who are responsible for the conduct of the Canadian 
banks, to the fact that the residents of the west will not stand 
for another restriction of banking activities such as occurred in 
1914. 

The action of Manitoba in this regard is a pretty good in- 
dex of the temper of the western people. 


THE HEIGHT OF HOSPITALITY 


The Turks are a very hospitable people. They extended 
very great hospitality to General Townshend who was captured 
after the first Mesopotamian campaign, They gave him a very 
comfortable house in Constantinople, servants and everything he 
wanted, and Enver Pasha wrote him a letter telling him he was 
carefully selecting a bevy of Circassian beauties to provide a 
harem for him.

W. W. Thomson, manager for 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan of 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Limited, issues the fol- 
lowing timely hints on preparing 
fleeces for shipment. He says: 


“If you want to secure the larg- 
est returns for your clip, prepare 
each fleece by removing manure 
or paint clotted locks; rolling the 
fleece with the flesh side out; ty- 
ing each fleece by itself, using 
| paper fleece twine; never tie with | 
| binder twine. | 
| “Pack carefully. Include only 
dry wool in your consignment. I! 
you wish to forward the tags} 
(manure or paint clotted locks ; 
clipped from the fleeces) or black | 
or brown fleeces, always place| 
these in sacks by themselves, Pack | 
the wool tightly into the sacks. A} 
40-inch by 90-inch sack should) 
hold at least 30 fleeces. | 


“Label properly. Fill out two| 
shipping labels for each 


sack, | 

being careful to give your name} 
and post office address, also num- | 
| ber and net weight of  flecees. | 
Place one label inside the sack} 
and sew the sack up,,using strong, 
hard twine. Sew the second ship- 
ping label securely to the side, not 
the end of the sack.

they will be kept/dry until ready 
to ship to Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers, Limited.

PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 
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HARRY NASH 


Many years ago Harry Nash, ex-member of the North West 
Mounted Police, Indian Department official; and rancher had 
the reputation 6f being the bravest man on the plains. 

He came to the west at a very early day and was a non- 
commissioned officer in the escort to the Marquis of Lorne when 
he made his trip to the North West. 

He farmed at Battleford for some time and took a very 
active part in assisting to put down the rebellion in 1885. J 

He was always a favorite with the Indians and shortly be- 
fore the outbreak was warned that he had better remove his 
family from his farm to the Mounted Police post at Battleford. 
He informed the settlers and the women and children were taken 
into safety behind the stockaded walls of the police barracks. 

Mr. Nash remained on his ranch for a few days getting 
things straight, and his example was followed by some neigh- 
boring settlers. 

One afternoon a friendly Indian came to him and informed 
him that he and his friends had better leave the district as there 
was trouble brewing. Accordingly he mounted his horse and in- 
formed the settlers who were still staying on their farms. 

There was one man, however, who refused to heed the 
warning. He was a settler whose place was not very far from 
that of Mr. Nashe He said he wasn’t afraid of all the Indians in 
the northwest. Expostulations were without avail, and Mr. Nash 
reluctantly abandoned him. 

He stayed ut his ranch that night but before daylight in 
the morning was in the saddle. Before pulling out for Battle- 
ford he stopped at the ranch of the man who said he was not 
afraid of the Indians. There was an ominous silence about the 
place as he approached; there was no friendly wreath of smoke 
coming from the chimney; and no dog barked. Mr. Nash rode 
into the farmyard and found the body of the farmer lying close 
to his wagon shot full of arrows, like a grotesque pin-cushion. 
He had apparently been greasing the wheels of his wagon when 
the Indian stole upon him and killed him. 

As Mr. Nash stooped beside his body a party of Indians 
appeared on the hill a quarter of a mile away and some of them 
on horseback started towards him. Mr. Nash was well mounted, 
so he galloped off and reached Battleford in safety. 

He was for many years Indian Agent at the Peigan Reserve 
near McLeod. At that time the Blackfeet were difficult to deal 
with and he had some troublous times. He left the service of the 
Indian Department to engage in construction work in the Crow's 
Nest Pass; and went to South Africa as an officer in the Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles. 

He received injuries in South Africa from which he has 
never fully recovered; but he is still today a splendid figure of 
a man, upright and stalwart with the bearing of a soldier, and 
occupies a position in the Parliament Buildings, Victoria, British 
Columbia. 


SIR JAMES LOUGHEED 


There is no more distinguished ctiizen of Western Canada 
than Sir James Lougheed of Calgary. He is leader of the Cana- 
dian Senate and a member of the Dominion administration. His 
career is a splendid example of the opportunity which Western 
Canada offers to men of initiative, ability and enterprise. 

He is sixty-six years of age, but doesn’t look it. He is 
vigorous and aggressive and the onerous duties which have fallen 
to his share of recent years, which included the temporary ad- 
ministration of the militia department, during the war, does not 
appear to have diminished his strength or vigor. 

He is a native of Brampton, that little Ontario town which 
has been the cradle of so many men prominent in western affairs. 
It is almost forty years since he was called to the bar in Ontario. 
In 1882 he came west and was in the employment of the C.P.R. 
at Medicine Hat when the railway first reached that town. He 
followed the railway to Calgary in 1883. The same year he 
was called to the Alberta bar and commenced the practice of 
his profession in a most unobstrusive building located in what 
was then known as Stephen Avenue, but the name of which has 
since been changed to Eighth Avenue. 

Shortly afterwards he married Miss Hardisty, the daughter 
of Chief Factor Hardisty, an able and splendid representative of 
one of the most distinguished Hudson's Bay families. 

He was always thrifty, aggressive and enterprising and com- 
menced to prosper from the start. He was interested in politics; 
and on the death of Senator Hardisty, who sat in the Canadian 
Upper Chamber as a representative of Alberta, he was selected 
by the government of Sir John MacDonald to take his place. 

He did not, however, allow his senatorial duties to interfere 
with the building up of a great law practice and engaging in other 
profitable transactions. He had ‘boundless faith in the future of 
Calgary and he bought lots when no one would have them, for 


a mere song, and then, as population increased, improved them. 
He owns today a very large slice of Calgary real estate and is 
engaged in a great many profitable enterprises. ° 

He took ii as a law partner, about the last days of the cen- 
tury, R. B. Bennett, whose extraordinary gifts of declamation, 
his boundless industry and his aggressiveness, made him a man 
of note in the country at a time when most men are still engaged 
in their studies. 

On the resignation of the Hon. Sir McKenzie Bowell, he 
was selected as Conservative leader in the Senate, and on the 
return of the Conservative government to power in 1911, he 
was called into the Cabinet. 

During the war he-has been very active. At one time dur- 
ing the regime of Sir Sam Hughes he was Acting Minister of 
Militia, and it was stated at that time that the department showed 
the result of his executive ability. He was one of the represen- 
tatives of Canada at the coronation of King George, and has 
distinguished himeelf in a variety of honorable ways. 

Although approaching seventy years of age Sir James 
Lougheed is still in possession of: the.vigor and strength of middle 
age. 


He has been a splendid citizen of the west and has cont 
tributed greatly to the upbuilding of the city of Calgary” lt is 
said that the establishment of Calgary as a divisional point was 
due to his influence with the C,.P.R.; and there is no doubt that 
he was a factor in inducing the Hudson's Bay Company to build 
the splendid departmental store which they have at that point. 

He enjoyed the confidence of the late Lord Stratchona who 
was a connection of Lady Lagugheed’s family. He has lived an 
exceedingly active and busy life and seems to have thrived upon 
it. He is a very approachable man and his kindness is 
great, although some of his critics have unkindly accused him 
of having rather a haughty manner. 

Almost all his adult life has been spent in the west and he 
certainly has grown up with the country and prospered along 
with it. He has boundless faith in its destiny and his works 
justifies his faith.

ZA Man in the Prime of THis Years 
And of Mare. Promise

HE HAD GONE TO BRITISH COLUMBIA IN 
SEARCH OF HEALTH. 


It is our melancholy duty this week to announce the 
death of Frank R. Munro, who since its inception, has 
been Manager of the Publishers’ News Service, Limited. 


His death occurred at Vancouver after a brave fight

| Fy Mr. Munro was well known, not only in Western 
Kj journalistic circles, but in Eastern Canada. He was a 
Ki man of singular ability; of true literary insight; and a 
+ most lovable and amiable disposition. He came of one 
of these transplanted Scottish families, which have con- 
H , tributed so much to the upbuilding of the Dominion. 
f His carly years were spent in the vicinity of Goderich, 


as a lad he was keenly interested in the 
storms which in the days of M. C. Cameron and 
Dan McGillicuddy, seemed to centre around that town. 
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He was naturally of a studious disposition and dis- 
tinguished himself at Queen’s University, of which he 
was a graduate. 

It was the habit of Col. Mclean, who controls the 
McLean Magazine and other well known publications, 
to pic!: the members of his staff from the brightest stu- 
dents graduating from Queen’s University. His choice 
fell upon Mr. Munro, and he was for a number of years 
associated with the McLean publications and eventually 
came to Winnipeg, as western manager.

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During the ten years which he spent in the Manitoba 
capital he took a keen interest in public affairs, and con- 
tributed a number of excellent articles to various period- 
icals. 


He was for a short time engaged in real estate in Win- 
nipeg, but eventually came back to the newspaper field. 
Two years ago he joined the staff of the Regina Leader; 
but some time ago resigned that position to take the man- 
agement of Publishers’ News Service, Ltd., of which he 
made a conspicuous success. He was working very hard 
last summer, and fighting the first attacks of the ailment 
which was eventually to master him. 
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The duties of his new position were very exacting. 
A large and extensive business was being organized, and 
it was difficult to remove his guiding hand from the 
helm. His ailment, however, was progressing, and it 
was apparent to his friends and associates that he re- 
quired rest and recuperation. Still he was loath to quit 
the battle; and it was only a little more than six weeks 
ago, on the advice of his doctors, that he left for the 
coast in the hope that the less austere climate might 
prove beneficial to him. His wife accompanied him, and 
endeavored to relieve his suffering by the tenderest min- 
istrations. At first he seemed to improve but a relapse 
set in, and he passed away on Tuesday morning of last 


week. 


His body has been taken to find sepulchre in his old 
home in Ontario. 


. He was a man of a singularly lovable charcter. He 
had a knack of attaching his friends to him by bonds of 
deepest affection; and a wide circle mourns his untimely 
demise. 


He was an aggressive and resourceful business man 
and used wonderful tact in his dealings with people. He 
had a fluent and lucid pen, and was an authority on 
western public affairs. He used the pen name of Frank 
Maitland, and under that cognomen contributed frequent 
articles to periodicals. He usually wrote the editorials 
on Canadian subjects for the New York “Outlook,” of 
which Theodore Roosevelt and Lyman Abbott have been 
editors. He wrote a character sketch of MacKenzie 
King for Munsey’s magazine, and it was a wonderfully 
illuminating article. The last thing he wrote was a sketch 
of D. C. Coleman, his life-long friend and associate, for 
the Toronto Saturday Night. 


The writer knew him intimately, and can say it with 
all fairness, that he never met a more lovable character, 
or a truer gentleman. He was just forty years old; in 
the prime of life.

The Treatment of a Captive 


Question: High School Stud- 
ent, Calgary. Is it a fact that the 
British authorities are credited 
with treating Napoleon with a 
great deal of severity during the 
last days of his exile at St. 
Helena? 


Answer: Yes, a good deal of 
reproach has been atached to the 


British administration of the time 
for the asperities which they im- 


posed upon the captive Emperor. 
He had escaped once before, and 
they were determined to take no 
chances with him. The governor 
of the island, who virtually was 
his jailer, was a tactless overbear- 
ing Englishman, named Sir Hud- 
son Lowe, and he was very severe 
towards his famous prisoner. The 
island was a veritable prison, sur- 
rounded almost on all sides by 
precipitous rocks, and British war- 


| ships were constantly in the offing. 


Napoleon's residence was a farm 
house named ‘‘Longwood" which 


|had very meagre accommodation, 


and which was infested with rats, 
which would even leap upon the 
table at meal time. The fallen 
despot attempted to make friends 
with two little girls, daughters of 
an English farmer, who lived in a 
nearby valley. He sent them a 
present of some bonbons, which 
the governor churlishly ordered 
them to send back. When he 
was seized with his last mortal 
illness, Sir Hudson Lowe affected 
to believe that he was malinger- 
ing, and didn’t relax his warder- 
ship, even in the presence of 
death. When he died his friends 
wished to put the word ‘‘Napo- 
leon" with the Imperial insignia, 
upon his coffin; this the governor 
refused to allow, unless the word 
“Bonaparte” was added to it. In 
later days the English govern- 
ment of the time has been severely 
criticised in this respect. Napol- 
eon’s body was interred in a little 
grassy valley beside some bubbl- 
ing springs of clear water, in a 
place which he had selected him- 
self, before his last illness. Nine- 
teen years later it was disinterred 
and taken to France in a frigate, 
commanded by a Prince of the 
Royal Bourbon line, and deposit- 
ed in great state in the magnifi- 
cent mausoleum which had been 
raised in Paris to receive it.

Tribute to Soldiers

Dr. Clark, in the House of 
Commons, pald a striking tribute to 
the work of the Minister of the In- 
terior and the chairman of the Soldier 
Settlement Board.

“I am naturally, Mr, Chairman, and 
the committee will pardon me if [ say 
it, proud of the province from which I 
come, The figures about that pro 
vince, good as I know it to be, aston- 
ish me, though I do not know why they 
should, Alberta led in recruiting in 
war; she leads in soldier settlemont 
on the land in peace; and she leads in 
hustlers who pay the money back first. 
That province must at some time or 
another have had a good education in 
patriotism, in agriculture, and in hust- 
ling, The members from other pro- 
vinces will pardon me for drawing 
attention to these facts. It is not by 
way of pride but by way of trying to 
induce emulation in others and bring- 
ing other provinces up to the splendid 
position in which we find the good 
little province of Alberta,

A Trap 


His scouts discovered a large 
Sioux encampment in the valley 
of the Little Big Horn, and Cus- 
ter, without waiting for reinforce- 
ments, determined to attack it. In 
the carly morning he proceeded 
up the valley with his men, the 
Indians retreating before him. 
After he had gone some distance, 
jhis scouts discovered that mount- 
ed hostiles were appearing at his| 
{rear. Custer soon realized that 
he had been led into a trap and 
was surrounded by a great deal 
suprior force of Indians, who were 
well armed and well mounted. 

{t was a bitter fight that was 
waged that day in that wild west- 
ern valley. Sitting Bull and Rain- 
in-the-Face were excellent strate- 
‘gists; and they overlooked no 
Jadvantage. A hail of bullets 
from repeating 


rifles mowed the 
cavalrymen down, and at length 
they got completely bewildered 
/and galloped from side to side in 
| the valley. 

| Killing the Soldiers 


| Custer was one of the last men 


to fall, and when his body was 
| found it was the only one on the 
stricken field that was not scalped. 
Not one man of the American sol- 
diers wa sleft to tell the tale. 
Joe Le Rat, a Cree half-breed, 
whom | think stil lives on the 
Crooked Lake Agency, told me 
some twenty years ago that he 
sat ona hill and watched the fight 


follow, proceeded northward to 
Canada, ‘where, as political refu- 
gees, the soldiers of Uncle Sam 
could not follow them. 

The United States government 
made war upon the Indians as 
though they were a separate na- 
tion, and therefore, the Indians 
who came into Canada had to be 
treated as ploitical refugees. 

It has been the habit in Ameri- 
can histories to describe the Little 
Big Horn disaster as a massacre. 
It was nothing of the sort. Cus- 


ter and his men were defeated in ' 


a fair fight by adversaries worthy 
of their steel, who had fought 
them in open war. 


Refuge in Canada 


Sitting Bull brought his Indians| 


to Canada at Wood Mountain, 
about one hundred and _ fifty 
miles southwest of the present 
site of Regina, where John Louis 
Legaref a French-Canadian trader 
had a store.

Indian Wars 


The story of the early settlers 
in Eastern Canada was full of In- 
dian adventure. The Iroquois 
had been the unceasing enemies 
of the French settlers; and the: 
Hurons and Mohawks had preyed 
upon the English. Almost all 
the western explorers of the old 
days suffered from their attacks. 

The most formidable Indians 
on the plains were the Blackfeet 
of the foothills and the Assini- 
boine of the Saskatchewan. The 
Crees and Saulteaux for the most 
part had been on friendly terms 
with the whites, but there was no 


knowing what possibilities for 


trouble existed amongst them. 
The Assiniboines 


When Verendrye ~ established 
his post in the vicinity of Portage 
La Prairie, the whole country ta 
the westward was infested with 
hordes of Assiniboines. These 
Indians were of the same stock 
as the Sioux and spoke the Sioux 
language. They were cruel and 
treacherous—and although they 
were nominally allied with the 
Crees and Saulteaux they didn't 
hesitate to plunder them when oc- 
casion arose. 


In the early days of the nine- 


teenth century, however, they 
were severely scourged by small 
pox and gradually,dwindled in 
number so that when the Mount- 
ed Police arrived in the country 
they were not nearly so numerous 


as heretofore.

A Barbaric Council 


Accordingly, on the 17th of 
August, 1876, a great concourse 
of these northern Indians assemb- 
led at Fort Carleton to meet the 
Commissioners. We mentioned 
last week the personnel of the 
Commission; they were all men 
experiencd in dealing with the 
native people of the west and 
had judgment and tact. 


Previous to the arrival of the 
Commissioner, Indians had’ been 
coming in from all over the north 
country until there was a gather- 
ing of more than twenty-five hun- 
dred souls in the vicinity of the 
post.~ The Commissioners were 
re-inforced by a division of the 
North West Mounted Police 
amongst whom were Sam Steele 
and Inspector Dickens, a son of 
Charles Dickens, the great Eng- 
lish novelist. 


A large council tent was erected 
for the deliberation on an emi- 
nence*about a quarter of a mile 
from the Indian camp. When 
the Commissioners were in readi- 
ness word was sent to the Indians 
and a great body of them advanc- 
ed, They were dressed in all 
their barbaric finery; their faces 
were painted with vermillion and 
their buckskin trappings were 
ornamented with dyed procupine 
quills and bead work.

Mothers’ Pensions
